Planners Clash at Council Meeting Over Resubdivision Plan 


Two members of the city’s plan- | 
ning .commission elashed publicly 
Tuesday night before the Menlo | 
Park city council over the granting | 
of a proposed resubdivision. with the 
result that councilmen scheduled an 
unusual adjourned regular session | 
for next week to discuss the matter} 
further. 

The resubdivision map of portions | 
of lots 3.and 4, Block C, Paraiso 
park, came before the council as a 
routine matter bearing approval of 
the planning commission. | 

At that point, Planning Commis- | 
sioner Paul H. Bryant rose from the 
audience to protest the plan. 

The proposal, which envisions the 
division of a large interior lot, 
reached through a 35-foot easement,

For Beth Jacob 


Dr. Harris Hirschberg has been 
elected to fill the pulpit of Temple 
Beth Jacob of Menlo Park, Dennis

SEEKS POST 
AS SUPERVISOR 


Thomas J. Callan, pioneer San 
Mateo County businessman, today 
announced he will be a candidate 
for the San Mateo County board of 
supervisors from the First District. 
He filed his nomination papers 
March 5. , 

A resident of Colma, Callan has 
been a leader in county affairs for 
the past 30 years. He is presently 
chairman of the San Mateo County 
Harbor Commission and trustee of 
the Jefferson Union High Schocl 
District. 

Pledging to carry on a people’s 
campaign, Calian said: “I am seek- 
ing a seat on the board of supervis- 
ors for only one reason . . . to build 
the county for present and future 
generations.” 

He said he will seek election on 
the following constructive, progress- 
ive program: 

RAPID TRANSPONTATION: 
The greatest bottleneck to the de- 
velopment of the county is the lack 


of adequate highways. This results| 


in daily traffic jams end, what is 
more important, hinders develop- 
ment of industry, residential dis- 
tricts and recreational facilities. 

Callan proposes to help solve the 
problem by a network of highways 
running generally esst and west 
throughout the county. Such a sys- 
tem of roads would give residents 
ouick eecess to the elready exist- 
ine north-south highways. 

The cross roads would allow de- 
velopment of the thousands of acres 
between EPavshore "reeway. El] Cam- 
ino Real, Skvline Boulevard and the 
Coastside Highway: They would. al- 
so, result in helpine to 
present problem of iammed north- 
south routes and prove of great 
assistance to civilian and military

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WATCH TAX RATES! 


It is now proposed to raise the basis of assessed valuations 
in San Mateo county by about 50 per cent. 

Right now, while budgets are beginning to be drawn for 
the next fiscal year, is the time for all resident of the county, 
and particularly of the Menlo Park and Atherton area, to start 
keeping a close watch on tax rates of the many tax-levying 
bodies that affect us. 


We say Menlo Park and Atherton citizens should pay par- 
ticularly close attention to tax rates because this area is un- 
usual in its number of overlapping, autonomous tax-supported 
agencies. 

It has become so common for municipalities to control 
such matters as fire protection, schools, sewage disposal 
and similar public services that most new residents—and 
a surprisingly large number of old-timers, too — are 
amazed when they !earn that, in this area, these services 
are taken care of by separate, self-governing organiza- 
tions, each of which estimates its own operating costs for 
the ensuing year and sets its own tax rate accordingly. 

The new basis for assessed valuations is in line with the 
purpose of the State Board of Equalization to keep assessments 
uniform throughout the state. San Mateo county has long 
been comparatively low in its assessments. 

The proposed boost in valuations, to bring us into line with 
other areas, need not mean more money out of the pockets of 
our residents. But it can mean that unless citizens are aware 
of the danger and let officers of the taxing bodies know they 
are on the alert. 

If your home was assessed at $2000 under the old basis, 
and a tax rate of 50 cents per $100 for a certain agency thus 
took from your pocket for that agency a total of $10, then 
under the new higher valuations that agency should need a tax 


Your City’s Business: 


Park, Playground 
Planning Needed 
For the Future 


By C. L. LONGSON 
(Menlo Park City Manager) 

The rapid growth of population of 
the state as a whole and of the Men- 
!lo Park area in particular has been 
and will be reflected in many im- 
portant ways. 

Not the least important of these 
*is in the extent to which we must 
plan for the future; and one of the 
more important fields in which we 
must make these plans is that of 
recreation. 

It is predicted that the population 
jof California will be 20,000,000 by 
1962, the present population of 
11,000,000 increased by nine addi- 
tional million. 

What this means to localities as 

applied to their needs for parks, 
| playgrounds and other recreation- 
al facilities was discussed recently 
at the annual conference of the 
California society, American In- 
stitute of Park executives, in 
Fresno. 

If the additional 9,000,000 people 
were distributed uniformly through- 
; out the state, it would be relatively 
simple to provide the recreational 
facilities necessary to accommodate 
them. 

However, this is not the case. 

In some areas the increase will 
not be more than two per cent; in 
others, well over 100 per cent. 

Looking back in an effort to ar- 
rive at a figure on which to base 
predictions for the future, it would 
be safe to anticipate a population 
increase of at least 90 per cent for 
the suburban Peninsula. 

On this basis, the population of 
Menlo Park and environs will in- 
crease from 20,000 to 38,000. This 
is a conservative estimate.

These are heartening moves. They prove that our public 
officials are aware of their responsibility to save the taxpayer's 
hide from more unkind cuts than necessary. 

But it behooves the taxpayer himself to keep an eye on 
the situation to save his own skin. 


AN ARMORY 


The visit here of Major-General C. D. O'Sullivan, com- 
mander of the 49th California National Guard division, this 
week provided Menlo Park with more than an opportunity to 
entertain some ‘‘top brass.”’ 

The general, in discussing the possibility of construction 
of a National Guard armory here, gave the city a thought that 
might ease the problem of building the proposed community 
center. ’ 

If an armory were put up on land the city already has set 
aside for such a purpose, adjacent to the site of the projected 
community centér, the large meeting hall need would be met 
and plans for the city’s own building could be reduced. to in- 
clude only smaller meeting rooms and kitchen facilities. 

The state and federal funds are available for such an 
armory, but it would be foolish to expect such a structure to 
be considered for the smallest guard unit in the 149th AA 
artillery batallion. !f Menlo Park’s Company D had twice its 
present enrollment of 39, such action might be reasonable. 

But after all, our National Guard unit does more than give 
us a chance at having a free meeting hall. The Guard pro- 
vides us with an ever-ready team to help us in any emergency 
that may arise. 

It’s an organization worthy of our respect and support. 
Perhaps, if Menlo Park paid more attention to the fine— 
if small—unit that it now has, if more young men would take 
advantage of the opportunities offered by the guard, if our 
Company D were built up to full strength, we might find 
ourselves with not only the crack outfit in the 49th division, 
but with an armory the city could be proud of as well. 


It has been determined that at 
least a five-acre plot is the mini- 
mum size of a neighborhood-type 
perk, required for a population of 
4500. Such neighborhood parks are 
not to be confused with the larger 
“district area” type parks, such ‘as 
we now have at Burgess park and 
Nealon park. 

The 5 acre figure was reached as 
the result of studies made by speci- 
| alists in the field of providing park 
and recreation areas .who were in 
attendance at the conference. The 
figures are nct a guess or the re- 
sults of wishful thinking on the part 
of a few enthusiasts. 

Using simple arithmetic and ap- 
plying the results to Menlo Park, 
it is obvious that our needs are 
presently 22 acres (for our popu- 
lation of about 22,000), or roughly 

| four areas of 5 acres each. 

By 1960 our needs will be approxi- 
mately 8 areas of 5 acres each, or 
40 acres. 

These areas will become adjusted 
to the facilities presently available 
—Burgess park and Nealon park. 

- The locations of new parks, too, 
will have to be decided. in the light 
of their proximity to existing parks 
and population densities. 

Populations vary with land use. 
Obviously there are more people in 
an apartment house zone than in-a 


residential zone restricted to one! 


single-family dwelling on 10,000 
square feet of land. 


Land use also determines the fa- | 


cilities to be installed in a park or 
play area. 

For example, the city’s land use 
survey recently completed in ow 
city shows that in one-area 45 per 
cent of the population is under 14 
years of age. In another area, only 
15 per cent of the population is 
under 14 years of age. 

This. figure will change with the 
passage of time so consideration is 


given to the possibility of moving | 
some playground apparatus and fa- | 
cilities from areas to areas as the | 


ratios change.

Planned Work Schedule Helps Avoid Spring Cleaning Woes

Light starching will make them 
crisp as new. Permanent finish 
curtains, of course, do not need 
starching. Hang to dry, or use a 
curtain stretcher to assure straight 


edges. 
If any of your curtains are 
chintz, and you want the colors to 


be truly delightful and fresh, wash 
as often as they become soiled. If 
the chintz has a permanent glaze 
the shiny surface sheds dirt well. 
and the curtains do not need as 
frequent laundering. 

Durable finish is unhurt by wash- 
ing, but it should never be soaked. 
Lukewarm water and mild suds 
are indicated, and three to four 
minutes in the machine are suffi- 
cient. Rinse thoroughly and dry in 
the shade. Iron the glazed side 
while slightly damp with a moder- 
ate iron. 

On sheer ‘curtains youemay have 
to allow for a two or three inch 
shrinkage during washing if they're 
not pre-shrunk. You may prefer to 
have them cleaned if you cannot 
have the shrinkage. 

Nylon lace curtains wash easily 
and dry quickly. They usually need 
only slight pressing at the hems.

It’s foolish to overload 
too many in, as five minutes in 
medium warm water is sufficient 
for most drapes. Thorough rinsing 
is in order. Before putting through 
the wringer, fold the draperies flat, 
to prevent unnecessary wrinkling, 
Drying draperies in a shady 
place will prevent undue loss of 


color. If you have an ironer, you'll 
find this excellent for pressing 


them artistically. 


Heavy and lined draperies which * 


are not due for cleaning can be 
easily handled by using a vacuum 
cleaner attachment on the drapes, 
just as they hang. If you go over 
them thoroughly with the attach- 
ment, not just seasonally, the 
drapes can be kept quite nicely, 
thus saving many trips to the 
cleaners,
